Explains European Methods 

“In Europe,” he went on,’ “muc 
is being. done to distill of] from 
coal. But extracting it from shdles 
is more appealing. Scotland has 
worked its shales for seventy-five 
years. We have vastly greater and 
richer deposits here. There is no 
doubt of the possibility of extract- 
tion; just a question of cost. Scotch 
shales are ‘producing twenty-five 
gallons per ton; we can get much 
more. Scotch seams are 3% to 10 
feet thick: ours are many times 
that. Shale resources are so vast 
as to insure against deficiency in 
oll, once the price is high enough. 

“But that may be a long time 
ahead. Ben B. Lindsly, of the Bu- 
reau’s Station in Oklahoma, Is stire 
that exploration, better recoveries, 
better utilization, deeper drilling, 
woulfi furnish oil for 25 to 50 years, 
if it. could all be taken out in that 
time. That will be {mpossible in 
actual operation. There’ will, be 
shortages, when oil from shales 
will be needed to supplement that 
from the wells.. Meanwhile, Fed- 
eral and State Governments and 
the industry are co-operating in an 
astonishing range of investigations 
and studies, lpoking to larger, re- 
coveries, prevention of waste, pro- 
tection against fire and the use of 
lower grade distillates.” E
